A voter would come to the polls— 
fully an ticipatin g that the trouble 
of electin g d elegates would have been 
settled at the previous caucus— but 
soon he would be con foun d ed , d azed 
an d sad ly befud d led . 
The former 
caucus was to be fought over again . 
True, there were three tickets to 
choose from, but there was the trou­ 
ble. 
The voter n ot in the rin g se­ 
cret of either faction was from Mis­ 
souri an d had to be shown . 
When the voter started for the 
polls he may have thought that a 
ticket had been selected for him at 
the first caucus. 
The sad part of this d eplorable 
election ex perien ce is the fact that 
the Yates boltin g ticket was d efeated 
an d in stead of havin g several d ele­ 
gates for the ex -govern or, n ot a man 
was left for the too eager bolters in 
the first d istrict.

The n ew caucus law had a fair
